the larger area of the country than it 
is to the state or city of New York 
alone." 

Naturally enough when bankers see 
diminishing dividends they intend to 
make some effort to check the decrease, 
and as The Union says, "here may be 
found the reason why the bankers of 
New York are so anxious for the repeal 
of the McKinley Tariff." Knowing as 
we do how the country prospered else- 
where as long as Protection was assured, 
it is not surprising that there should be 
a change in the relative bank earnings 
in aud out of New York. The reason 
— I f d, too, seems plausible enough, 
judging by results.

BURNED. 

Destruction of a Vessel on Lake 
Nipissing, 



By Which Twenty or More Persons 
Are Killed or Drowned. 



i Noktii ItAV. Out, Nov. 9 — A fright- 
fill fatality, word of which reached 
here at a late hour Tuesday night, oc- 
curred on Lake Klpiwing Tuesday, 
which resulted In the loss of a large 
number of lives and the destruction of 
a valuable vessel.

Fireman \V. Mcintosh, Ed- 
ward Major, Cook John Adams. The 
affair has caused great excitement 
throughout the district. The stoumcr 
was owned by Davidson, Hay & 
Co., of Tore and was bound 
for Franks bay with supplies 
for the lumbermen. She caught 
fire about three miles from lioose 
island anil a panic must have ensued, 
as only seven lives, including the fire- 
man and cook, were saved out of twen- 
ty-seven or twenty-eight.
